What is claimed is: 



A method c\ delivering a nucleic acid to a cell, comprising administering to the 
cell an AAv\>article containing a vector comprising the nucleic acid inserted 
between a pair \ AAV inverted terminal repeats, thereby delivering the nucleic 
acid to the cell. 

A method of delivering a nucleic acid to a cell in a subject comprising 
administering to the suYject an AAV5 particle comprising the nucleic acid 
inserted between a pair c\ AAV inverted terminal repeats, thereby delivering the 
nucleic acid to a cell in the\ubject.
